ALGIERS, Algeria (UPI) 
— More than 75,000 arm­ 
ed French soldiers and 
gendarmes patrolled Al­ 
gerians major cities today 
to head off a new wave of 
European terrorism that 
was triggered by the in­ 
stallation of the Moselm- 
dominated provisional ex­ 
ecutive. 


The month of March, which saw 
the end of the 7^-year Algerian 
w ar and Friday’s organization of 
the territory’s provisional execu­ 
tive, threatened to go out in an­ 
other 
orgy 
of 
bloodshed 
and 
bombings. 


At least 26 persons were killed 
and 35 wounded in attacks by the 
European Secret Arm y Organiza­ 
tion (OAS) Friday, bringing the 
terrorism toll for 1962 to 3,335 
dead and 7,183 wounded. 
Friday's slaughter, coming aft­ 
er a com parative lull in recent 
days, led authorities to fear the 
OAS may m ake a m ajor weekend 
increase 
in 
guerrilla 
attacks 
against European liberals and try 
to provoke Moslems into bloody 
reprisals against troops and Eu­ 
ropeans.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — T h e 
Justice D epartm ent plans to at­ 
tempt next week to force integra. 
lion of all schools receiving fed­ 
eral aid to educate the children 
of servicemen and government 
workers. 
The Federal Court suit to be 
filed in 
Florida 
would be the 
follow-up punch to Friday's an 
nouncement by Health, Education 
and Welfare Secretary Abraham 
A. Ribicoff that the administration 
will act on its own next year to 
cut off a small part of the so­ 
called “ impacted areas” aid to 
some segregated schools. 
The court action originally was 
scheduled this week, but was held 
off, 
according 
to congressional 
and adm inistration sources. Bibi 
coff said the suit was under ac­ 
tive consideration but gave no 
other details. 
Large Sums Contributed 
The government ig expected to 
pump more than $300 million this 
year into 4,000 school districts in 
all 50 states which claim over, 
crowding caused by nearby mill 
tary bases and o tte r federal in­ 
stallations. 
Of this total, ll southern states 
with varying degrees of classroom 
segregation would get about $83 
million. 
The Justice Department lacks 
authority to step into segregated 
school districts financed solely by 
state and local funds. But it will 
sue in Florida on the ground that 
the governm ent’s contributions to 
impacted districts give it the sam e 
kind of standing as a private citi 
zen who claim s his children are 
being discrim inated against.

Volunteer firefighters, plagued 
by hundreds of field fires in re­ 
cent 
weeks 
throughout 
Lower 
Sucks, have appealed to citizens 
for their cooperation in prevent­ 
ing such fires. 
Fred K. Bibbs, Bucks County 
fire m arshal, said that most of 
the firemen have been unable to 
carry on with their regular oc­ 
cupations because the fires have 
kept them going throughout the 
day. 
Carelessness Noted 
Hibbs said that while many of 
the fires are caused by adults 
carelessly burning trash, a great 
number of the fires are deliber­ 
ately started by children “ just 
for kicks.” 
He said that these children are 
not “fire bugs” as the term gen­ 
erally applies, but that their sense 
of entertainm ent values are some­ 
tim es distorted. 
Hibbs said: “ We certainly don’t 
want to arrest children — they’re 
not crim inals. But what they are 
doing is really a crim inal act as 
far as the law is concerned.” 
Hibbs said if this is the only 
way to put an end to this out-of­ 
hand situation, “ we’ll have to 
take whatever enforcement ac­ 
tions are necessary. 
Appeals To Parents 
Hibbs appealed particularly to 
parents to point out Lo their chil­ 
dren the danger to life and prop­ 
erty such fires can cause. 


“ It may seem to these chil 
dren that field fires are no seri­ 
ous m atter but that’s where they 
are wrong. Everytim e a fire com­ 
pany goes out on a field fire, the 
chance of getting to another fire 
to prevent property loss or loss 
of life becomes com plicated.” 
Hibbs said that even field fires 
in themselves can create havoc, 
especially on windy days when 
flam es and sparks can easily be 
carried to nearby buildings and 
homes. 
Hibbs said he has advised fire 
companies not to spare the feel­ 
ing of a child or his parents if

LONDON (UPI) - The wife of 
Ghanaian cabinet minister to­ 
day refused to give up her $8,400 
gold-plated bed despite a plea by 
her husband that “ it’s just not so­ 
cialism ." 
“ ‘I like the bed, that’s why I 
bought it,” Mrs. 
Mary Edusei 
said, with a fierce glance towards 
the bedroom of her London apart­ 
ment, "Every wife will know how 
I feel. I am just a woman. I don't 
understand politics.” 
Mrs. Edusei, wife of Gahana’s 
Industries Minister Krobo Edusei, 
said she gave no thought to poli­ 
tics one day last week when she 


walked into a London store, sat 
down on the bed to test its springs 
and bought it with a check for 
the full $8,400. 
She confirmed that she had re­ 
ceived a telephone call from her 
husband in Accra Friday night. 
She said he complained that the 
news about the bed was "very, 
very em barrassing," 
"Send that bed 
back to the 
m akers at once,” Edusei, a lead­ 
ing supporter of President Kwame 
Nkrumah. told his wife. "I am a 
number one Nkrum ist. I believe 
in s o c i a l i s m . A 3,000-pound 
($8,400) bed is not socialism." 
Edusei said Nkrumah had or*

dered him to turn over 
state all his property in excess of 
his $56,000 house and the bed 
would not fit in with his new 
"m odest and simple way of life.”

Edusei said she not 
only was keeping the bed, but 
would have it shipped to Accra 
so it will be there when she re­ 
turns. 
"People may think I’m extrava 
gant," she said, "But I can enjoy 
the bed every night. I don’t get 
much pleasure out of jewels. Be­ 
sides, diamonds or jewels have to 
stay in a bank, but whoever im­ 
agined anyone trying to steal a 
bed?”

An Unlisted Phone Number Can Be Ally, Headache

Comedian Shelly Berman could 
do a routine about it. 
There’s this guy passing through 
town and he tries to call an old 
friend. But the friend has an un­ 
listed num ber—as more than IO 
per cent 
of 
all 
Lower 
Bucks 
homeowners do. 
So the guy calls information. The 
operator won’t give him the num­ 


ber. She can’t; she doesn’t have 
it, but the guy is very anxious 
and tries to persuade her to tell 
him. 
That’s where the comedy comes 
in—and the expense for the tele­ 
phone 
company 
as 
the 
caller 
wastes the operator's time. 
The 4,431 unlisted number hold­ 
ers in Lower Bucks may not be 
the telephone com pany’s favorite 
customers, but with its reputation 
for 
gentlemanly 
behavior, 
the 


com pany’s Pennsylvania district 
still provides unlisted service free 
of charge. 
Sometimes it is advisable to 
have an unlisted number, as in 
the case of a family with an in­ 
valid at home or the case of a 
family with a valuable collection 
of .something—money, say. Then 
a crook can’t call up, check the 
fact that 
nobody’s 
home, 
and 
tim e his robbery accordingly. 
There are also disadvantages, 


according to Bert Rearick, m an­ 
ager 
of 
Bell 
Telephone 
Com­ 
pany’s Levittown office. 
There will be no serious con­ 
sequences if the Shelly Berman 
—type cannot contact his old bud­ 
dy, but there may be if someone 
across the hill spots his neigh­ 
bor’s house on fire and has for­ 
gotten the unlisted number of his 
friend. 
There m ay also be delays in 
receiving calls because 
special 


handling 
is 
required, 
Rearick 
says. 
F ear of anonymous calls is a 
frequent reason people do not list 
their number in 
the 
telephone 
book. Until the custom er orders 
differently, the number will nev­ 
er be divulged by an employe of 
the company. People escaping bi I 
collectors also like an unlisted 
number. 
“There a*re lots of chances for 
information leaks, though,’’ R ear­ 


ick says. 
The people who want an un­ 
listed number apparently varies 
greatly. 
Doctors are among them, R ear­ 
ick says, and so are bookies, to 
whom discreetness is a neces­ 
sary ally. There are politicians, 
lawyers, elderly people, people of 
all descriptions whose motto is 
“ better seen than heard’’ and who 
are willing to sign a statem ent 
With the phone company which 


says in part, “ persons wishing 
to connect wi h m y telephone will 
be connected only w here a call 
is m ade by num ber. No excep­ 
tions will be m ade to this rule, 
even though the caller alleges it 
is desired because of accident, 
serious illness or other sim ilar 
circum stances.” 
With an arrangem ent like that, 
even Shelly Berm an with his im­ 
aginary telephone will have trou­ 
ble getting through.

Effective Date Set 
The Ribicoff ruling, to take ef­ 
fect in the 1963-64 school year, 
would affect only those segregat­ 
ed school districts getting federal 
aid to educate children of parents 
who both work and live on fed­ 
eral property. 
For the m ost part, this m eans 
the children of servicem en and 
civilian workers at m ilitary bas­ 
es. 
In 1961 fiscal year, the govern­ 
m ent paid about $15 million on 
behalf of about 53,000 federally 
connected children going to school 
in the ll principal segregation 
states. Some of these already are 
attending 
desegregated 
schools, 
both on and off government prop- 
erty. 
The ruling would label “ unsuit­ 
able’* segregated schools claim ing 
aid for “on-base” children.
